The Old cry, "Come over into Mace- 


donia and help us," voiced in the 
days of St. Paul, had an echo last 
rear when refugees from Eastern 
rhrace poured across the Macedonian 
border, helpless, homeless, sick and 
facing death from cold and hunger. 
That the cry was not unheeded these 
pictures, of barges laden with bales 
of blankets bound Macedoniaward 
from the Piraeus and this typical 
youngster hugging the precious can 
of milk, a gift of the American Red 
Cross, clearly testify. 


What they can not show, however, 


is the magnitude of the American 
effort and the hiphly bcnpficient re- 
sults attained by the Rod Cros,s 
workers in meeting' the emergency 
not only in .Macedonia but in the 
whole Grecian peninsula and the 
dozens of scattered islands of the 
Aegean and Ionian seas.
